Vromans placed 
third in the first Swedish moto, but 
like Malherbe scored no points in moto 
two. Brad Lackey squeezed out a sev- 
enth placing in the first race but 
couldn't back it up in the second. 
Lackey is presently 10th in the series 
with 19. Following Malherbe, Noyce 
and Vromans are Hakan Carlqvist 
(Yam/48); Jean-Jacques Bruno (Suz/ 
44); Jaak Van Vethoven (KTM/34) 
and T. Pikkarainen (Mai/30). 


Georges Jobe rocketed his works 
Suzuki to a convincing double 
moto victory in the May 24 Czecho- 
slovakian 250cc World Champion- 
ship MX Series round, and Team 
Yamaha's Neil Hudson put in an 


equally convincing 2-2 second plac- 
ing. KTM’s Kees van der Ven 
scored a 3-3 third. American Husky 
rider Mike Guerra rode to a solid 6- 
5 fifth overall behind Rolf Diffen- 
bach’s Honda. Jobe extended his 
series lead to 131 over Hudson's 75 
while van der Ven holds third with 
64. Guerra has 24 points, good 
enough for seventh at this point in 
the season. 


In 125cc World Championship MX 
Series action, Harry Everts racked up 
another 1-1 day for Suzuki in Yugo- 
slavia. Marc Velkeneers, riding for 
Yamaha, placed second overall with a 
2-3 tally. Those two hold the top series 
placings with 100 points for Everts, 92 
for Velkeneers. Michele Rinaldi, 3- 
DNF at Yugoslavia, and Akira Wata- 
nabe, who finished 8-2, are tied for 
third in the series at 90 points each. 
Guiseppe Andreani is fifth with 87 and 
Erik Geboers follows closely with 85. 
No runaway in this series!

Thanks to the bad guy? 


We just got rid of another attempt 
to pass a helmet law; we noted that 
after all the defeats in the past, some 
politicians just had to drag it up again. 
I really wonder why some politicians 
don't have better things to do with 
their time — like cutting the fat out of 
state budgets. I could really make 
some suggestions, couldn't you? 

Now that we have laid the helmet 
issue to rest (until the next politician 
needs some fresh exposure); I want to 
call your attention to a far more im- 
portant issue that is going to cause us 
more grief than a helmet law ever will. 

This State Senator Presley that is 
being thanked in Voices (Cycle News, 
May 13, 1981) just happa to be the 
author of Senate Bill No. 33. The 
guise of the bill is a yearly inspection of 
motor vehicles for smog; but smog 
doesn't seem to be the real purpose. I 
see the real purpose of this bill as get- 
ting a death grip on your most im- 
portant asset — your wheels. If you 
don't think your wheels are your most 
important asset, try walking to work 
tomorrow morning. If Presley can get 
his Senate Bill 33 passed it means you 
are going to pay between $50 and $100 
(plus wait in a very long line) just for a 
vehicle inspection; and that is each 
and every year. Whoever inspects your 
vehicle has complete control over you 
— you do what they say, or you don't 
get license tags for your vehicle. Do 
you trust a person to inspect your 
vehicle who probably knows less about 
it than you do? Are you going to let a 
stranger dictate to you? 

State Senator Paul B. Carpenter's 
poll showed that 9295 of the people 
don't want an inspection. 

Inspection programs have been 
turned down an astounding 16 times 
in the California Legislature. Yet here 
we have Senator Presley still pushing 
his SB33. To top that off SB33 itself 
has already been defeated in the Legis- 
lature, and here is Senator Presley 
dragging it back again (talk about 
wasting the taxpayers time and 
money). 

I think the real truth is that Prop. 
13 put a crimp in the spending habits 
of the group that passes out the money 
in Sacramento; they need more money 
to throw away, so the state is going 
into business against you. The state 





charges you any amount they wish for 
an inspection, and if you don't pay, no 
license tags. At $100 or so per vehicle 
this is a real bonanza for the big 
spenders in Sacramento. 

If you have any doubts about what I 
say keep in mind iust this last week you 
received a 2€ per gallon tax increase 
(plus the additional sales tax), plus a 
raise in driver's license fees, plus a raise 
in vehicle registration fees. Did you 


want that? 


Frankly, I don't think we need 
people like Senator Presley working 
against us; and we sure don't need to 
be thanking him.

Mt. View problems 


On May 3, 1981, the Mt. View Cycle 
Park in Sandy, OR, hosted the second 
meet of the Yamaha Perpetual Gold 
Cup Series. If the conditions prevail- 
ing that Sunday are common to major 
motocross events, then it is no wonder 
that there is concern for the future of 
motocross in this country. On the 
other hand, if the chaotic conditions 
and delays were due to lack of planning 
and administration by the Mod track, 
then the sanctioning body, AMA in 
this case, and the Yamaha Gold Cup 
administrators should become more 
involved to assure a program both rid- 
ers and spectators can enjoy, rather 
than have to endure. : 

I have elaborated on these problems 
in a letter to the owner/operator of the 
Mt. View Cycle Park, but for brevity 
will only outline them here. 

1. Apparent lack of planning for this 

major event. 

2. Inadequate and unsu 
ing for both ance campers 
and race-day-only riders and spec- 
tators. 

$. Incomplete pre-race publication | 
of admission fees, rider fees and 
changes from usual trophy per- 
centages. 

4. Not enough sign-up personnel to 
handle what should have been for- 
seen as an over-flow crowd. 

5. Late arrival of ambulance and 
medics. (This alone caused an 
over one hour delay.) 

6. A public address announcer who 
seemed to know nothing about 
motocross or the people involved 
and who provided akaoa no race 
commentary. 

7. Delays and last minute changes of 
improvisations that changed an 
advertised starting time of 9:30 
a.m. to an actual starting time of 
12:15 p.m. 

Please, for the sake of motocross, 
will all parties involved, patiala in 
these major events, and even in the 
routine weekly local events, do all they 
can to help one another to assure the 
presentation of a more acceptable pro- 
gram for both the riders and the spec- 
tators.

Suzuki's Kent Howerton once again worked his 
way past Yamaha's Bob Hannah in another 
literal knock-down, drag-out battle on his way 
to the 250cc overall, and Yamaha's Broc Glover 


made it four wins in four 500cc 
motos so far this season in the 
Coca-Cola/Keystone/Krause Rac- 
ing National MX rounds at High 
Point Raceway. 


Consistency was the name of the 
game for overall positions as Kawasaki's 
Warren Reid used a pair of thirds for 
second overall in the 250cc ranks, and 
Kawasaki's Goat Breker ran a 4-2 for 
second overall on the 500cc class. 


Howerton looks to be well on his way 
to another National Championship title 
in the 250cc class, as he now heads 
Hannah 297 to 251 after Hannah had 
a less than spectacular day with an 
eventual 4-7 finish for sixth overall. 


Glover now has 100 points in the 
500cc standings, with current 500cc 
champ Chuck Sun in second with 74. 
Factory Honda rider Sun claimed con- 
sistency will keep him eligible to repeat 
as class champion. For the second 
week in a row, Sun placed third overall. 

Unseasonably warm temperatures 
pushed the thermometer to 82 degrees, 
so even though promoter Dave Combs 


spent the night before the race watering 
the course, a dust problem developed 
before qualifiers were completed. Con- 
ditions did little to dampen the spirits 
of the estimated 10,000 spectators who 
attended and once again proved that 
Northeastern motocross fans know how 
to get involved with the program. 

High Point's course is set on a hill- 
side with many elevation changes. A 
back section took riders through many 
off-camber turns, while the rest of the 
track was hard-packed and fast. An 
uphill start took riders through a 
sweeping left-hand turn and into some 
top section switchbacks before the pack 
thinned out. 

Top riders put in only a small 
amount of practice as water was still 
standing on the course at the time and 
most were playing a waiting game to 
see where lines would set up. Contend- 
ers in the 250cc class were looking at 
holding their position in the standings 
or maybe edging up a slot before the 
series ends, and 500cc riders and me- 
chanics were settled into their usual 
duties as most opening round problems 
had been sorted out. 
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was third overall, Smith sixth. (Above right) Tony D and friend take a spare moment to relax. 


Howerton had won at High Point 
the previous two years and prepared to 
make it three in a row. "Last week I 
changed my course at home with my 
bulldozer and built in a bunch of 
sweeping off-cambers to practice for 
the course here. My fingers are crossed 
for another win. Next week I'll start 
riding my sand course to get ready for 
Florida (the next round in two weeks)." 


Honda's Donnie Hansen, who placed 
fourth overall in the 250cc class for the 
day, had injuries in mind. “Last year I 
had to pull off here because I had hurt 
my foot at Southwick the week before. 
Last week I hurt the top of my foot at 
Southwick again, but it shouldn't be 
any problem today." 


Glover rode practice at slow speed 
checking things out. "I like the track. 
This week I'm running a new shock." 
Glover had rear end handling 
problems at Southwick. 


Sun had claimed both 500cc motos 
at High Point last year, and was philo- 
sophical about this year's series. "The 
last three champions we had weren't 
able to repeat because they got too 
nervous. I just don't want to do any- 
thing stupid. Last week I was in there 
so this week a win would be great. I 
really like the course." 


Suzuki's Darrell Shultz put in two 
second place rides last week and was 
having tuner Jon Slenzak make 
suspension alterations. “I’m having a 
bunch of changes made because noth- 
ing felt right after the Southwick sand. 
I don't know how I'll do because I 
didn't get much practice in." 


250cc National 


Howerton and Hannah gated in the 
middle as usual for moto one, but 
Moto-X Fox's David Bailey sandwiched 
himself in between. Reid, Yamaha Pro 
Support teammates Kris Bigelow and 
Dave Hollis and Hansen headed the 
pack off the start. : 

Bigelow took over in the off-camber 
section and diced with Reid, but How- 
erton soon took his usual position out 
front. Bigelow balked, and Hannah 
zipped past, on the move with the 
"Rhinestone Cowboy" Howerton in his 
sights. 

Howerton put a cushion on Reid 
with Hansen and Yamaha's Rick Bur- 
gett now into a dice for third. Hannah 
was next with Bigelow, Hollis and 
Suzuki rider Gary Semics spread apart 
behind. 

Hannah went into his high-flying, 
crowd pleasing act and found himself 
in second after Reid and then Hansen 


faded. Burgett, Hansen and Reid got 
into a freight-train formation, but 
Hansen soon regained third on his fac- 
tory Honda. 

By the 20-minute halfway point, 
Howerton was holding a heavy lead 
and took tuner Steve Paulos’ 
suggestion to cruise. Hannah was fran- 
tically trying to gain ground and held 
it tapped over an infield jump. He 
landed out of control straight up and 
down, but the Hurricane used his cat- 
like instincts to save it by paddling 
down the next straight. Hannah later 
jammed into a berm and fell, but was 
up instantly, shaking his head clear 
and retaining second. 

Hansen and Reid finally took Burgett 
for the $-4 slots and then the pair took 
Hannah in the final laps. Bob hung 
on to fourth to the finish. Semics threw 
away his seventh place position when 
he looped it off the same jump Hannah 
had berserked. 

By the checkered flag, Howerton 
held a 30-second cushion on Hansen 
and Reid. Hannah, Burgett, Bailey 
and Bigelow were spaced out behind. 

The race of the day started when the 
gate dropped for moto two. Howerton 
and Hannah shared the holeshot. as 
fans crowded to the fences to watch 
the battle go down. Hannah took over, 
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‘mance for a perfect 100 series points out of four motos. (Above left) Chuck Sun (1) and Marty Smith dice. Sun 


then Howerton got it back. Within half 
a lap the pair had a large lead on third 
place Bigelow, who had Suzuki rider 
Ron Turner and Burgett in tow. Han- 
sen had first lap troubles and was 
buried in the pack. Wayne Boyer was 
sixth but he fell and when he picked 
his Suzuki up it got away and did a 
180. 

The crowd was into Hannah's suc- 
cess as thousands of fists hung over the 
fencing urging Bob to go faster. After 
numerous confrontations, Howerton 
and Hannah both wanted the same 
line into the finish area corner and 
smacked together. Howerton ended - 
airborne without his bike and Hanna 
went low-side and slid out. Bob threw 
a glaring look at Howerton's way, then 
got going first with Howerton about 
three seconds back, adjusting levers as 
he picked up his pace. 

After the crash, Hannah developed 
ignition problems, and a sputtering 
motor ended his charge. Howerton 
blasted by to an easy win, styling for 
the crowd down the last straight with 
wheelies. Burgett showed he can use a 
250 by plugging into second with a 
well-paced ride, and Reid maintained 
third despite’ a misfiring engine. 
Bigelow and Turner were 4-5, and 
LOP's Steve Martin used the last

straight to take advantage of Hannah's 
lack of power for sixth. Hansen and 
Bailey finished 8-9, Hansen putting in 
a good ride through the field and 
Bailey contending with a thrown chain 
late in the race. 

“We just both got in the same line 
and that was it," said Howerton as 
Suzuki team manager Larry Griffis 
looked at some minor abrasions Kent 
had sustained in the crash.

Sun and Glover took the first moto 
lead off the gate and began challeng- 
ing each other. Bell was buried mid- 
pack, and Shultz was headed for the 
pits before a lap had gone by. Suzuki's 
Marty Smith, Breker, Maico's Mickey 
Kessler, Yamaha Pro Support rider 
Kenny Keylon and Honda's Danny 
LaPorte followed. 

Dust was a problem for all but the 
front runners as Sun held Glover at 
bay lap after lap. As the leaders en- 
countered lapped riders, Breker and 
LaPorte moved up and the top four 
ran in a 10-yard stretch. It was any- 
one's guess who would win. Smith was 
fifth and Kessler saw his stable sixth go 
away when his rear backing plate 
broke. 

After mid-race the leaders separated 
and Glover took Sun while LaPorte 
passed Breker. Smith was fading, and 
Bell was driving hard, now up to sixth. 
Husky rider Bill Grossi was leading a 
dice between Bettencourt Honda rider 


fim Ellis and Maico's Alan King, who 
ad come from last. 

Glover took the win with 20 yards on 
Sun. LaPorte and Breker were safe in 
third and fourth, and Smith struggled 
without goggles to edge Bell for fifth. 
The pair bashed across the finish line 
inches apart. Grossi, King and Ellis 
trailed. 

"I got the holeshot and got stupid, " 
said a dejected Shultz. "I looked back 
in the third turn and my front end 
washed. Then I bulldogged it into 
some tires. I got going about 10th and 
someone used my leg for a tree — they 
tried to climb it!, That time my grip 
and clutch lever got torn off." 

Breker, LaPorte, Glover and Sun 
led moto two. Some unexpected brak- 
ing bumps into a downhill turn sur- 
prised Sun when his rear end kicked 
and sent him through the air. He was 
thrown clear of the pack, but Chuck 
got up and ran into traffic to try and 
retrieve his bike. A few laps into the 
race it was Breker, Glover and King 
pulling LaPorte and Bell. 

LOP's Marty Moates crashed in the 
mechanics straight, and when he 
picked his bike up the clutch lever 
slipped out of his hand and the bike 
shot across the track. LaPorte pulled 
out in the mechanics' area with rear 
wheel problems and was out of the top 


Glover took a few laps to check out 
the course and then took Breker to 
lead. King and Bell went at it for a 


number of laps before Mike finally saw 
a route by. Shultz was back on a fast 
pace and was battling with Ellis for fifth. 

Glover was using a precise style 
where he took every jump and corner 
exactly the same lap after lap. He soon 
had half a minute on Breker and took 
pit signals from Jon Rosenstiel to 
cruise. Bell faltered and King regained 
third. The pair are similar in build, 
both tall, and were using body English 
to obtain traction. Bell finally used his 
experience to move back into third for 

d. 

It was Glover with an easy win and 
wheelie for the crowd at the finish. 
Breker, Bell, and then Shultz came 
across, Darrell getting King on the last 
lap. Ellis, a pushing Sun and Smith 
were 6-7-8. 

“The 125s got old after a while, but 
the 500s sure aren't any easier to 
ride;" said Glover. "I was running a 
shorter swingarm than I should have, 
and it made the bike wheelie more 
than I wanted it to." 

"I was leading, but I fell and stuck 
the bars in my ribs and knocked the 
wind out of myself," said Breker. "But 
I'm not one for excuses. Broc would 
have.gotten me anyway; he's just 
faster." 

"I wasn't getting tired," said King, 
‘I just felt like I was going to crash. 
Mike has a few years experience on me 
anyway.” 

Three-time 250cc National Cham- 
pion Tony DeiStefano started to get 


his new Maico sorted out and planted 
himself into 12th by the finish. "It's 
finally starting to feel right, the sus- 
pension is starting to work. It takes 
months to prepare for the Nationals, 
and we had about a week."

Kawasaki-powered Hamp Osborn 
drew his younger teammate by side- 
lining Dave Shultz, Steve Tartaglia, 
and Ron Turner in order. Nyberg 
blasted a holeshot on Osborn and took 
the trophy with a 9.14 ET/145.86 
mph. 

Low qualifier among the Pro 
Stockers was Spring Nationals Champ 


"Superbike Mike" Keyte sponsored by 
MTC. Keyte's 9.05 ET gained him a 
bye run in the first round, but Keyte 
broke a gearbox Sunday morning and 
was dropped by Ron Turner of RT 
Cycle in round two of eliminations. 
Electrical shortcomings plagued 
former Pro Stock Champion Sid 
Pogue. “I'm not getting enough 


:horsepower," said Sid of his new 


Kawasaki. "I haven't been able to 
pinpoint the exact problem." Pogue 
was sidelined by Nyberg in the second 
round. Carl Nyberg, father and 
sponsor for son Russ and Hamp 
Osborn, said, “This is one final we can't 
lose. I have room in my heart for both 
racers whoever wins.”

Top Fueler Bo O'Brochta blasted 
competition and the former IDBA 
mile per hour record. Bo equalled his 
own ET record during Top Fuel 
eliminations with a 7.40 second run 
and shattered the speed record by over 
five miles per hour at 190.67. The 
Murdock Racing, Terminal Van Lines 
Kawasaki-powered champion had two 
other mph record setting passes. 
O'Brochta said, "The track is getting 
right. Saturday we couldn't get any 
traction. As the track conditions 
improved, we got faster." 

The final was much too close for 
comfort as O'Brochta squared off 
against Chris Hand sponsored by 
Hickman-Hand. Racing the “Redneck 
Express,” Hand’s Kawasaki crossed up 
off the line and O'Brochta never got 
out of first gear. O'Brochta said, "The 
bike must have turned 20,000 rpm on 
that pass and I wasted the 
transmission." Fluid had sprayed all 
over the rear of the bike. Bo turned an 
8.42/135.95 in the final. 

Hand had a much stronger run — 
166.66 — but had trouble controlling 
the bike, losing at the big end. 

Vince Santangelo, riding for 
Murdoch Racing, was the top qualifier 
in Funny Bike with a 8.52/155.17 
pass, but had problems staging for the 
first round. "I'd rather somebody beat 
me than to lose due to a broken 
chain," said Santangelo. MTC/ 
Murdoch  Racing-sponsored Terry 
Kizer jumped on the Funny Bike 
records he set at Gulfport in April 





when he took advantage of improving 
track conditions at Darlington. Kizer 
bettered his ET record by one-tenth of 
a second and smashed the speed 
record by over eight miles an hour. 
Kizer had qualified back in the pack 
running off his usual quick pace, but 
breezed to the win in his final against 
Orient Express-sponsored Jon Baugh. 
Kizer's 8.16/169.17 mph pass bettered 
his earlier record breaking run as 
Baugh broke midway and coasted in 
behind Kizer for the runner-up. 

Charles Israel, sponsored by Star 
Cycles, had an entry in Funny Bike 
and Pro Comp Eliminator winning 
one out of two. Israel was dropped by 
Jon Baugh in a Funny Bike Semi, but 
aboard his Pro Comp Kawasaki, 
topped ^ Wiseco-sponsored Wayne 
Buckler for the honors in Pro Comp. 

Rookie pro Joe Waldrip, sponsored 
by Custom Performance Kawasaki, 
ripped the best elapsed time in the first 
round of Pro Comp with a 9.05 run, 
but fell to Israel in one semi. 

Star Cycles-sponsored George Bryce 
continued his winning ways taking 
Modified honors over GP Cycle- 
sponsored Gary Falta. 

The winner of Sportsman Stock 
Eliminator was Brian Schultz, 
sponsored by Dave's Carburetor 
Service. Brian won over Jim Dodich 
due to Jim's breakout in the final. 

Final ET eliminations saw Buddie 
Long Racing-sponsored Carl Tumlin 
come up the winner over the Owens 
Custom Cycle Honda of Bobby Owens.e

Scott Pearson

If you were betting on a race within a race on the AMA/Winston Pro Series circuit — the 
race from the starting line to the first corner — many knowledgeable race watchers would 
advise you to put your money on Scott Pearson.

times. It finally culminated at the 1980 
Peoria TT National, where he took the 
holeshot and led wire to wire for his first 
National win. 1980 also saw Pearson's 
first appearance in the top 10 of the AMA 
Grand National Championship/Winston 
Pro Series point standings, as he tied Scott 
Parker and Steve Eklund for eighth. 

One of the top Juniors on the West 
Coast in 1976, Pearson had a short Rookie 
season. À broken rear brake kept him out 
of the National field in his first race, the 
Houston Astrodome TT, but he came 
back in the following night's short track 
to place 10th. 

'The following month at Daytona, his 
Harley-Davidson 250cc road racer locked 
up unexpectedly during practice and spit 
him off, resulting in a couple of broken 
bones. One of them, in his right wrist, 
wouldn't heal properly and kept him out 
of action for am rest of the 1977 season. 

Since then, Pearson has steadily im- 
proved each season. In addition to his 
Peoria win last year, he seemed to have 
two other races, Topeka and the fall 
Ascot half mile, under control, only to 
crash late in the race. 

"There's another side to Scott — devoted 
family man — that usually isn't apparent 
on the race track. We saw it when we 
visited the 23-year-old racer in his San 
jose, CA, home. Along with his wife 
Margaret and two-year-old son Scott 
Michael Pearson II, Pearson spends his 
time in California in a comfortable house 
in an attractive, suburban San Jose neigh- 
borhood. A devoted father, Scott takes his 
young son everywhere — trail riding, 
fishing, even to an ABC Wide World of 
Sports interview that was to be done the 
day before the San Jose Mile. 

More often than not, Pearson is on the 
road, or staying at his eastern headquar- 
ters in Illinois. But when we talked, the 
circuit was out west and home life could 
be enjoyed. Pearson had spent the week 
before alternately training and trail 
riding with friend Steve Eklund, water- 
skiing and seeing friends. 

But, for a while, we talked... 


1980 saw your first National win. 
What do you think 1981 will see? 
Well, I'm not really sure yet. I see a lot 
of good things coming up this year 
because last year I was so close to win- 
ning two or three Nationals and made 
a few mistakes. But I think 1981 is 
going to be a year for me being in the 
hunt at every race and I hope con- 
sistency pays off throughout the year. 
You've said that racing is your whole 
life. To this point has it been what 
you wanted? 

Basically, it's been filling my life since 
I was 16 years old, because I knew that 
is what I wanted to do. It is my whole 
life, but I do a lot of other things too, 
you know to keep me up on racing. My 
family helps me a lot. My wife is totally 
behind me; looking at my little boy 
grow, all that stuff really gives me a lot 
of incentive to race and do well. 

What do you feel are the strong 
points in your racing effort as far as 
types of events, types of tracks? 

Well, I like every type of dirt track, to 
be honest with you. I've been competi- 
tive in all four types, though I've only 
won one National, a TT. I think that 
shows more ability than any track as 
far as I'm concerned — as far as con- 
centration, timing and having your 
bike working for you. 

Do you feel you have the program set 
up so that you can be consistent week 
in and week out? 

Yeah, right now we do. It’s just a 
matter of going racing. I’ve only been 
in two Nationals this year and in Hous-

ton we didn’t have any problems with 
the short track and then in Sacramento 
I was in the other National and the 
rings weren’t working properly in the 
motor and the bike just slowed down. I 
just hung on to finish, just like about 
everybody else in Sacramento. Not 
many guys finished. 

Who is behind your program? Who 
are the people involved with it? 

The owner of my machines for TT and 
short track, Harry Lillie is the owner 
and also the engine builder; he builds 
the bikes from scratch. The half miler, 
and miler is built by Ray Beck in 
Eureka, CA, and then Ross Nash is a 
partner. They are putting two Harleys 
together. Right now we've got one; 
we'll have two for when we got back 
east this year for a back-up in case we 
have problems. 


I have a lot of supporting sponsors: 
Castrol Oil, Interpart Shocks, Arai 
Helmets, Circle Bell Enterprises and 
Megacycle Cams. I also have people 
who have helped a lot, Boss Frames, 
Hi-Point, Diamond Chain — these are 
all supporters, sponsors of products. 
The first four I mentioned are the ones 
who give me the money which makes 
the program go. 

You've mentioned going back east. 
Do you have a base of operations 
back there? 

Yeah, the people I was staying with 
were real race enthusiasts named the 
DePalmers. They've had people back 
as far as when Kenny Roberts was a 
Novice and Junior; he stayed with 
them. They are now moving to Florida 
so Ill be staying with some other 
friends of theirs who live in the same

town in Illinois, where I'll be based. 
It's pretty centrally located so I can go 
to Santa Fe during the week and ride 
the short track to stay in tone for 
racing or whatever to get ready for the 
weekends and the Nationals. 


Do you think the series schedule is 
fair to California based riders? 

Not a bit. Here I am this year going 
back east from the end of May till the 
end of September. It is hard to-have 
my wife come back to stay with me be- 
cause it costs a lot of money and I 
don't get to see my son. It's kind of a 
hard thing, but it's just a matter of 
how dedicated you want to be and how 
much you want to race. 

But as far as being fair, it saves 
money and gas not coming back to 
California. But like I said, in my situa- 
tion I'll be missing a lot through the 
years. Summer life back in California 
is really enjoyable, being with my wife 
and kid also. It all depends on what 
you want to do. I want to race. 

Ever considered going back to 
Michigan? 

Yeah. In fact we're thinking of pack- 
ing up and moving back in the 
midwest for a few years to see what it's 
like. But what I don't want to do is go 
through the winters there. I don't 
know if I could stand it anymore. I 
lived there for 10 years when I was a 
kid and didn't know any better. Now 
that I'm a young man, I'm spoiled. I 
like the winters in California. You can 
ride, you can go to the mountains if 
you want to go to the snow. You're not 
stuck all winter long in cold, snowy 
weather. That's the only thing that 
would hold me back. 

Michigan has produced quite a few 
riders, four out of the last five Na- 
tional champions. How do you rate 
people like Randy Goss? 

People like Randy I rate as high on the 
list as you can go; guys like Jay, and all 
from Michigan, they're all top racers 
and dedicated. That's most of it right 
there — getting on the bike and just 
going for it 10095. Guys from Michigan, 
I don't know where they get all their 
practice; I guess from ice racing, but I 
ride all winter up here and I feel I 
should have an edge going to Houston. 
And it's not much of an edge at all, be- 
cause they are all right in the hunt 
again. Really strange. I don't know 
what they do, but they must do some- 
thing right. 

What do you think it is going to take 
for you, looking at what you've done, 
what improvements do you have to 
make to win the championship? 
Well, the improvements that I've been 
making is experience, for one. It's 
taken me a lot of years, seems like I 
have to do things the hard way to learn 
right. What I am doing is a lot of train- 
ing, and just going to the race track 
and having the equipment. The main 
thing is definitely the equipment. 

My head right now is just totally 
100% to go to every track and win, but 


that doesn't happen. You do the best 


you can and hope to get the right com- 
bination working for each track and 
make sure your equipment is on top. I 
don't really have to worry about the 
equipment part anymore. I've got two 
very experienced men working on 
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them — Harry Lillie and Ray Beck 
know what they are doing. 

I really think that being consistent is 
going to pay off this year. My drive to 
win is more than anybody's, if not just 
as much as every Grand National Cham- 
pion. I know how much desire I have 
to win and what I do is put myself in 
one funnel, and that is to win. It kind 
of holds me back sometimes from a lot 
of other things, but I try the best I can.

You think that the single minded de- 
sire to win may have cost you a couple 
of races, like last year’s Topeka and 
then at Ascot? 

Yeah, I knew for a fact at Topeka that 
the track was dangerous and I knew 
that I had a big lead. It seems like I 
was the only one who was really racing 
hard. It hurt me because I was trying 
so hard and I wanted to win so bad 
that when I hit that hole I was just 
going too fast, faster than the track 
would allow you to go. That’s when I 
fell. 

Then at Ascot, the week before 
Ascot I knew that I was going to win. I 
just totally concentrated, I practiced 
every day, I had in my mind where I 
wanted to ride according to the track 
and the fastest line around it. And 
knowing that I had a bike that was fast 
enough to win, I told my mechanic 


Ray Beck that I was going to win Ascot. 
When I fell off on the 16th lap with 
four laps to go I just couldn't believe it. 
But I knew I could win, so I go to every 
track knowing I can win and hoping 
that it works. 

Ambition to win has cost me — con- 
sistency is going to pay off. That was 
proven by Randy Goss and by Steve 
Eklund (Not so much by Jay Spring- 
steen; that guys wins all the time). Con- 
sistency pays off. Randy won one Na- 
tional last year, Hank Scott got five 
and Randy still got the tithe. It's just a 
matter of going to every race, doing 
the best you can and trying for that 
one position ahead of wherever you're 
at. 

How did you and Margaret meet? 
Through my brother in Michigan and 
his girlfriend. We went through high 
school together and didn't even know 
each other. One weekend my brother 
was going camping with his girlfriend, 
who was also Margaret's friend and 
they asked if I wanted to go and they 
asked if she wanted to go. So we got 
together on a camping trip in the 
Yosemite Valley and we just went on a 
bicycle rally and fell in love with each 
other over a weekend. 

When we got home we kept on see- 
ing each other and dating and before 
you know it we were going steady. I'd 
be going racing and calling her all the 
time, telling her what was going on 
and she flew back east a couple times 
to see me race when I was a Junior. We 
just got closer and closer. She likes the 
part of me having the desire to do the 
things I want to do and that's how we 
got together, liking each other for 
what we are. We've got a good relation- 
ship. 

Be waa have a whopping phone bill. 
You bet we do. Every month it runs 
$150 when I'm back east. Even during

the winter from calling sponsors it was 
never under $100 a month. That is 
mainly just for business and that is 
about it. 


How much effort do you put into 
trying to get sponsorships? 

This is really the first year that I've put 
a lot of effort in it. I feel that I accom- 
plished something going out and 
hunting down my own machinery, 
doing basically everything on my own 
and putting my own program together. 
I finished in the top 10 and I figured 
that gave me something that sponsors 
would be interested in. I did an awful 
lot of research and this year I went to 
trade shows in Las Vegas, Anaheim 
and different places and sent portfolios 
out, applications for sponsors, the 
people who call me back who are 
interested. Not much of it paid off, 
but they know that I am out there and 
a lot of them are willing to work with 
me.

What do you think about, first of all 
the increased Honda and Yamaha 
participation in Class C racing, and 
also about the proposed restrictor 
rules that could open it up to 500s? 
As far as the Yamahas and Hondas 
and any other factory that would get 
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involved, I think it's fantastic. It is 
going to help. The sport is dominated 
on half mile and mile tracks by 
Harley, and that is fair because they 
have put years into it but some other 
companies are getting involved and I 
think it’s excellent. It will open up 
doors for more spectators, it will open 
up doors for selling more bikes and 
giving riders like me some support. I 
think the restrictor rule should be 
history as long as the other factories 
want to get involved and play the 
game as 750-based bikes. 

Like I said, Harley paid their dues 
with nothing but years and money tied 
into it and I think the restrictor rule 
will kill it for a few years until the race 
people get'used to looking at 550s 
racing. As long as the factories are 
willing to go to 750s, you know they 
try, you can't ask for anything better 
as long as they try. Winning is another 
game and I think it takes more than 
one year to go out and win the title 
with a new 750, unless you copy and 
Japan doesn't really want to copy. 
They just know what it takes to win. 
The V-twin seems to be the right 
combination for half mile and mile 
and the rest is just up to development. 

But I don't like the restrictor rule at 
all. I wouldn't want to have to ride a 
500 because I'm considered big on 
anything. I'm 5'11" and 160 pounds. It 
would be almost impossible for me to 
be competitive on a mile against a 5'3” 
or 5'4" 120 pound racer. 

Jimmy Filice? 

Exactly. Jimbo, the kid is unreal with 
his talent, but his weight advantage on 
a 500 would absolutely kill me. I'd just 
have to pick certain races and go to 
those, or go to other races where the 
Nationals aren't on. I don't really 
think that I could do the 500. I like the 
750 horsepower anyway. e. 
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Big Scott spends as much time as possible with little Scott, now two.

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Jimmy Adamo 
Winners circle bound

If it hadn't been for bad knees, we might be seeing Jimmy Adamo on the National 
MX circutt rather than in Winston Pro Series road race Nationals. Adamo has 
adapted very quickly to the high speed world of road racing since he made the 
switch from berm bounding to pavement scratching in 1977. 

1981 started off in strong fashion for Adamo. He turned 24 on March 2, the first 
day of Daytona Cycle Week. Two days later Adamo won the inaugural Battle of the 
Twins road race on his Berliner Motors/Reno Leoni-sponsored Ducati. He also 
rode the Ducati in the Superbike race, but a thrown chain halted his ride. However, 
his most satisfying ride came six days after his birthday when he finished seventh in 
the Daytona 200 on his self-sponsored Yamaha TZ750. "I'm very satisfied with the 
way the year started," he said. His Daytona 200 finish earned him a spot on our 
team for the annual Easter running of the Transatlantic Trophy Match Races in 
England -- to run the event has been one of Adamo's dreams since he started road 


racing. 


In the Talladega Pro-Am, the week after Daytona, Adamo posted another 
runaway win in the Battle of the Twins and finished seventh in the Superbike event. 
Adamo is single and lives with his family in Glen Cove, Long Island. He spends all 


his time raca 


or working on his machinery. "You have to take racing as a full time 


occupation if you want to be good," he says. "I think I have the ability and 


dedication to be good.” 


Are you pleased with your seventh 
place finish in the Daytona 200? 

I feel good about it. I think I could 
have done even better if I had gone 
harder in the beginning of the race. 
My race plan wasn't right and I didn't 
start as fast as I should've because I felt 


it would be a very long race. It turns 
out if you want to be in the hunt you 
have to go at it totally right from the 
start. When Singleton was coming out 
of the pits from his last gas stop I 
didn't know if he was in the lead or not 
so I raced with him for a few laps. 








Then I looked up at the scoreboard, 
saw he was leading and let him go. At 
that point in the race I was staying 
with him very easily. I wasn't after 
Singleton’s lines because I thought 
mine -- which were different -- were 
better. I tried a couple of his lines, but 
they didn't seem to work as well. 

How did you get into racing? 

I had a minibike first and then 
eventually got a Kawasaki 100. A lot of 
the guys I used to hang out with were 
into motocross and they told me I 
should buy a bigger bike, so I got a 
250cc Kawasaki in 1971. The week 
after I got the bike I rode my first MX 
and finished third. It was fun. The next 
week I won and kept on winning -- I 
think ten races in a row. I got my 
AMA professional license the next year 
and raced the Daytona Supercross 
(500cc class) in 1973. I'd like to say I 
did good, but the bike just didn't want 
to go. 

I started having trouble with my 
knees off and on after that and in '76 I 
quit during the season. I went to 
Daytona in 1977 -- Cycle Week is one 
thing I don't miss -- and came back 
knowing I just had to have another 
bike. I bought a (Kawasaki) Z1 and 
started road racing in club events. I 
began to do well and then moved up to 
a (Yamaha) TZ250 and from there to 
the 750. I guess you could say I'm 
basically a newcomer to road racing. I 
had done some before 1977, but I 
didn't really know what I was doing. I 
was just a little kid going with a bunch 
of older guys and having fun. 

Do you ever wish you could've 
continued in MX? 

Yes. There are times when I see the big 
bucks some of the factory guys are 
getting and I wish I was still riding. I 
really loved MX. 

Let's rate a few of the guys you race 
with. Freddie Spencer? 

Freddie is very good, but he's always 
had good equipment since he was very 
young. He and I were Novices together 
and there were times when, even 
though I had a pretty worn out 
motorcycle, we diced it up. 

Wes Cooley? 

Wes has improved a lot over the past 
few seasons. He's very fast, but has also 
had the advantage of very good 
equipment. I don't look at either 
Freddie or Wes as better than I am, 
they just had some advantages I 
didn't. 

Richard Schlachter? 

Rich is good, but he isn't the best. Last 
year when we were at Laguna Seca for 
the National, Roberts and Spencer 
decided to take off and Rich was left in 
the dust. 

Last year I thought I could compete 
with those guys, but I guess I was a bit 
too inexperienced. This year, if I get 
everything together I should be right 
there all the time. 

Dale Singleton? 

Again, another very good racer. But 
really what all those riders have on me 
is experience. I don't think they have 
riding on me at all. 

Do you see your future as a 750 rider 
or in the Superbike ranks? 

I like the Superbikes a lot. If I had 
good equipment I would really like to 
do that, but my dream is to go racing 
in Europe. You need to race there to 
learn to be super fast. All I need is the 
chance to race week after week. The 
idea is to constantly improve. I feel 
I've improved tremendously in the past 
two seasons. If I can keep on getting 
better maybe I'll be good enough to 
dominate like I do in the Battle of the 
Twins. It's fun to get on a bike and just 
run away from everyone. 

Where does your backing come 
from? 

I get a parts deal from Meadowbrook 
Cycle Sales. I'd have to say that John 
Clark, who sold me my 12750 -- he 
used to be an AMA racer -- has helped 
me a lot. I don't have anybody really 











giving me money. My mother helps 
out a lot and so does my old boss. If I 
need to borrow some money, he's the 
one I see. It's no easy road being a 
privateer. It may look like I have some 
money because I have a new van and a 
few things, but it's only because I have 
a lot of friendly bankers. Everything's 
on loan. I'm running on the edge all 
the time. 

Do you think all this hafd work will 
pay off somewhere down the line? 

I sure hope so. The reason why I keep 
racing is I know somehow I'll get back 
everything I've put into my career. All 
I need is to have a bit of luck go my 
way for once. Last year I got injured -- 
I broke my hand and wrist at Loudon - 
- and could never seem to get things to 
come together until the end of the 
season. By then it was too late. I 
thought after my fourth at Elkhart 
Lake things would begin rolling along, 
but Loudon stopped that. 

Do you do your own work on the 
750? 

I do all the mechanics on the 750. 
Reno (Leoni) may give me a hand with 
something now and then, but mainly 
it's all my own work. I like the 750 very 
much, but maintenance is 
unbelievable. You have to be on top of 
it all the time and nothing you do to 
the bike is cheap. 

How about the Ducati? 

Reno does all the work on it or pays for 
something special. It really isn't a 
sponsored ride in the true sense 
because although we get the bike free I 
pay for the tires and Reno does the 
rest. 

The Ducati is a fun bike to race 
because it handles very, very well. The 
unfortunate problem is you can no 
longer compete with four-cylinder 
bikes when you have only two- 
cylinders. They just have too much 
power and you can't keep up with 
them no matter how hard you try -- 
and believe me I've tried. Last year I 
was usually the first or second 
privateer in every Superbike event. 
Sometimes it was a bit frustrating. 
Didn't you have a test ride on one of 
Yoshimura's Suzukis? 

I guess you could call it that. I rode 
Wes Cooley's 1980 Yoshimura (Suzuki) 
Superbike in a session at Willow 
Springs Raceway (California). It takes 
a lot of getting used to because it's 
nothing like the Ducati and you just 
don't jump on and fly. I didn't know 
the track either and that also kept me 
from showing my potential. It would 
have been nice to have had a little 
more time to learn the bike. I didn't 
get the ride. 

You and Reno Leoni appear to be 
very close. When did you start riding 
for him? 

I had my first ride on one of Reno's 
bikes in 1979. I started out riding his 
Moto-Guzzi. We went to Daytona that 
year and I was supposed to ride the 
Ducati, but Freddie Spencer ended up 
on the bike after I broke my hand. I 
rode the Guzzi in the next few 
Superbike races and then I moved to 
the Ducati. 

Reno and I get along very well. I 
trust him. If he says I should do 
something then I do it because he's 
seldom wrong. I hope we can work 
together for a long time because we 
make a darn good team. He's just a 
great guy. I'm the one rider out of all 
he's worked with that he gets along 
best with -- that's why he has helped 
me as much as he has. 

Have you set goals for this year? 

Not really. I don't intentionally set 
goals for myself in racing. I don't know 
where I'm going and what I can do 
until I get there. I just want to do the 
best I possibly can every time I race. If 
you pinned me down I guess I would 
say winning a few Nationals would be 
nice. I haven't been in winner's circle 
in awhile. e

If you are a hard hitting partyer with a terminal 
taste for beer, the beach and other pleasures, 
you're going to like Ensenada. 

Located some 75 miles down the Baja Coast 


from San Diego/Tijuana, Ense- 
nada is primarily a fishing port 
with a great deal of tourist acti- 
vity. In fact, there are two Ense- 
nadas — the area from the water in- 
land a block or two, and commercial 
Ensenada where the natives live and 
shop. 


Located like the hub in à wheel in 
the tourist section is the Bahia Hotel 
which is traditionally SCORE off-road 
racing headquarters. Here you will 
find the second most important bar in 
town as well as a courtyard pool and 
all the latest racing information, posted 
by d ag in the lania behind the 

The m rking lot behind the 

Pahia faces the camping area and im- 

pound. The Bahia is a rambling light 

green structure marked off by a banner 

in front proclaiming, “Bienvenido a En- 

— y SCORE.” They like us down 
ere. 


Since the race begins a little after 
dawn on Saturday, a lot of dust afficio- 
nados take off Friday morning. By 
leaving the Los Angeles area around 8 
a.m., you'll probably make it into 
town by about 11:30 a.m. which is the 
right time to check into your hotel, or 
pick out your camping spot, and go for 
a beer and some lunch. One of the best 

is the El Meson De Don Fernando, 
just across the side street on the right 
side of the Bahia. Their specialty is 
lobster tacos and they are delicious. 
Three of those and some beans and 


rice will cost about $3.25. They also 
make a good hamburger and 'burgers 
in Mexico taste better because they're 
cooked over a wood/charcoal fire. 


Since you're in Mexico, you might as 
well enjoy the local custom of a siesta, 
but take yours on El Faro Beach, a few 
miles out of town off Highway 1. Take 
a right on Highway 1, continue past 
the airport and begin looking for a 
faded blue sign on the right that says 
"Estero Beach Hotel — 2 klms." Turn 
right here and continue to the end of 
the pavement (you'll pass a lot of good 
places to buy pottery, too). A really 
faded sign, painted on a building, di- 
rects you to El Faro. The road, if driven 
slowly, is OK even for American gas 
guzzlers. (However, it doesn't look that 
way.) A cobblestoned courtyard is the 
entrance to a double road with 
permanently-parked trailers facing the 
sea. The beach itself is a very fine 
powder white sand, and along the 
water's edge are numerous tiny sea 
shells for collectors. Because this bay is 
shallow for a good distance, even tod- 


dlers are safe in the water. There's. 


usually good body surfing and always a 
cool breeze. 

Along about 3:30 or 4 p.m., it's 
time to pack it back into town, shower, 
put on your cleanest dirty jeans and 
get ready for the Great American 
Greed Trip. The sidewalks along both 
sides of Lopez Mateos Boulevard are 
crammed with souvenir shops selling 
such must-have items as: stuffed 





iguanas, chess sets whose pieces are the 
Mexican revolutionaries vs. the Mexi- 
can Army, “Bullshit” cigarettes, 
fireworks, $25 silver covers for 59€ Bic 
lighters, Day-Glo KISS, ELO and Elvis 
Presley belt buckles and the ubiquitous 
feather band for the mandatory 
cowboy hat. There are vividly colored 
rebozas, blouses and Mexican dresses 
for the ladies along with leather vests, 
jackets and the poncho-everybody-buy- 
1n-Ensenada-and-then-never-wears. 

Distasteful as it will seem to some, 
bargaining and hassling about prices is 
considered perfectly OK. It's not only 
correct, but expected for the American 
tourist to enact a pretty little pantomime 
of looking, affecting disinterest in the 
lowered price, then allowing themselves 
to be led back by the shopkeeper (as 
many as four times) and finally buying 
the article at only 10% more than one 
expected to pay. 

All of this activity can be very wear- 
ing and a smart person will toddle up 
the street and turn right into Hussong's 
Cantina. Hussong's is famous the 
world over — not for the decor; not for 
the liquor and not for the personnel. 
Hussong's is, quite simply, the wildest 
bar in the world. It is also the oldest 
bar (building, some say) in Baja and

dates back to 1892. And looks every 
minute of it. The exterior is painted 
institutional green and the door is 
guarded by a Mexican policeman. 
There are two additional cops inside 
and for good reason. The tables are 
easily big enough to hold two beers and 
the heavy wood chairs with leather 
seats are comfortable, if you can pry 
someone else off of one. Beers are 754 
and tequila must be free, judging by 
the amount consumed. (And the 
antics of the patrons thereafter.) From 
10 a.m. on, the place begins filling up 
with various American and Mexican 
types bent on studying abnormal 
behaviour. Adding to the color are 
several vendors of various food stuffs, a 
persistent Polaroid type, the man who 
sells electric shocks and a mariachi 
band. The normal greeting for a 
stranger rounding the bend into Hus- 
song's is an ear-splitting whoop from 


. everyone else already in the place. As 


the tequila/beer level rises, inhibitions 
lower and some truly scandalous be- 
haviour has been known to occur. 

If you survive Hussong's at all, you'll 
probably be ready for dinner. Not far 
from Hussong's, as the beer bottle 
skips, is the Bum Bum Cafe which 
serves excellent seafood at very reason-

able prices. A normal dinner consists 
of fish soup, salad, tortillas, butter 
and the main course of fresh seafood 
with a vegetable for around $6. The 
Menton DeSanto Tomas chablis is 
particularly good and recommended. 


A more elegant establishment is the 
restaurant Menton De Santo Tomas, 
across the street from the bay. This is a 
white tablecloth, white napkins kind 
of place, but you don't have to dress for 
dinner. Ask your waiter about the 
cellar down below which has frescoes 
painted on the walls of various 
monastic types making wine. They 
have a terrific hors d'oeuvre consisting 
of smoked albacore, various cheeses, 
ham, chips and hot sauce that could 
double as a full lunch. 

On the Avenida behind the Bahia 
and to the left is a new place, Casa 
Mar, that specializes in sea food (not 
surprisingly in a fishing village). A half 
lobster with trimmings is about $6.50 
here and they do a mixed seafood 
platter for two that will easily serve 
three or four for about $11. It has 
whitewashed ^ walls, heavy, dark 
furniture and candlelight and lots of 
greenery. 

If you feel like going out to the 
beach, La Cave de los Tigres (turn 
right on Highway 1 going out of town 
and turn right at their billboard) faces 
the water and has had good reports on 
their garlic lobster. 

Further along, at the turn just before 
the one to El Faro Beach, is a faded 
sign saying “The Mona Lisa — bar.” 

is is a personal favorite because 1.) 
it’s hard to find the road in the dark 
which is adventuresome, 2.) it's beauti- 
ful when you get there, and 3.) the food 
is excellent and the service is eccentric. 
One night the head wrangler for the 
rentable horses at the beach was our 
waiter and, although his mother never 
taught him how to set a table, his warm 
willingness to fetch more wine and con- 
sult the chef about a specialty not on 
the menu: more than made up for it. 
As well as his wearing his cowboy hat 
at all times. 

The Mona Lisa faces the sea, has 
woodburning fireplaces and great 
food. The specialty is a dessert/drink 
made from coffee, Kahlua and cream 
with brandy flamed on high and then 
poured in a river of blue fire into your 
glass. Due to all the liquor it tastes like 
one helluva hot chocolate. Dinner for 
three with appetizers, a couple of 
bottles of wine, dinner and The Coffee 
came to $39. 

Friday night before the race is not a 
good night to party. Avoid the Bahia 
Bar and Hussong's for nightcamps and 
go directly to bed. 

Race day starts at dawn which is 
usually heralded by at least three 
military bands practicing drumrolls 
and flourishes. A person feeling a bit 
under the weather may have a sinister 
thoughts about Mexican firing squads. 

After cheering your rider on, a good 
place for breakfast is the restaurant 
directly across from the Bahia. Their 
machacas (eggs scrambled with green 
peppers, tomatoes, onions and 
shredded, barbequed beef) will set you 
up for the day. 

A lot of people go out of town for a 
distance to see the race pass and then 
head back to bed or the pool or the 
beach. By 3:30 p.m., the bikes will 
begin to come in and partying starts 
officially at the Bahia. The riders will 
be streaming (or limping) in, the bar 
full of people getting the latest news or 
running in and out to the lania to 
check the results, the mariachis tweed- 
ling and whumping away and the beer 
flowing in absolute rivers. At this 
point, you're on your own. 

One reminder: It is against the law 
to carry an open beer bottle on the 
streets of Ensenada.

Last week's winner, 
Pat Smith, finished in second and 
Taft's Kal Vaughn was third. 

Taft will experience relative quiet 
for the next week. Speedway resumes 
Saturday night June 30. The Track 
Championship is slated for June 6 
Speedway moves to Carruthers 


beginning on June 13.

On May 27, IMS will play host to 
three of this country's top oversea's 
riders who will be in town for the 
World Qualifier at the L.A. Coliseum 
on May 30. Defending National Cham- 
pion Bruce Penhall, along with Bobby 
Schwartz and Brad Oxley, will be on 
hand to battle all the southern Califor- 
nia regulars. Word in the pits has it 
that Oxley is averaging nine points in 
the British Speedway League. The 
first race gets off at 8 p.m.

In the Third Division main, John 
Clark took the gate with Shane 
McDonald and John Gant tied for 
second. On the third lap in the back 
straightaway, Gant moved past 
McDonald, but Shane took it back 
coming out of turn four and that’s how 
they stayed for the balance of the race. 

In the Second Division main event, 
riding from the zero-yard line, Rick 
Miller was first into turn one and by 
the time they reached the middle of 
the back straight, he was already two 
bike lengths in front. While Miller 
was expanding his lead, Andy 
Northrup and Dennis Briggs fought 
for second. On the second lap, Briggs 
took second away from Northrup and 
began closing the gap on Miller. In the 
last corner on the third lap, Briggs 
moved under Miller and took the lead. 

In the Division One Handicap 
main, the race got off to a bad start 
with Jeff Tomlin and Gary Ford going 
down causing a restart. On the restart, 
Tom Burba was first into turn one 
with Bob McLain second. Ford was a 
close third by lap three, trying hard in 
the soft dirt. Strommer, Cogar and 
Sandona collided causing a red flag. 
Enough laps were completed for a 


finish, so the race ended with Burba 
picking up the win and McLain 
second. 

The Scratch consolation could also 
have been called the Jim Fishback 
show. Although he only finished 
fourth, he put on the best show of the 
night again. At the start, it was Gene 


Woods and Fishback fighting for first. 


In turn three, Fishback, riding the soft 
outside cushion, spun out. The bike 
shot out in front of him, then headed 
for the wall. All this time, Jim was still 
holding onto the bars, although his 
feet were dragging behind him. 
Somehow, he managed to get back in 
control and headed straight for the 
pack again. 

The battle now was between Woods 
and Tom Morley with “Honest” Dubb 
Ferrell third. Somehow in the last 
turn, Ferrell surprised everyone but 
himself and moved under both Woods 
and Morley to steal the win. At the 
wire, it was Ferrell, Woods, Morley 
and Fishback. Anyone who hasn't seen 
the Jim Fishback show hasn't seen a 
motorcycle race.

Basin beats D-38 
One-Day Trial

PLASTER CITY, CA, MAY 10 


Steve Basin took advantage of his 
first row start and left only dust 
for other riders to follow as he 
posted quick times in the first 
annual D-38 Benefit One-Day Trial. 
Steve, a desert Open Novice, chalked 
up only 1873 points (seconds) over two 
loops. Open Amateur Alan Klumph 
(1920) and second Open Novice Mark 
Bradford (1941), both on Honda 
thumpers, rode on Basin’s row and 
tried vainly to keep him in sight. 

Plaster City in May is definitely not 
one of your everyday garden spots. 
Correctly expecting the 100° plus heat, 
the various clubs who set up the three 
different loops kept the distance of 
each short but sweet. Mileages of 18- 
20 were reported for loops one and 
two, depending on how many corners 
one would overshoot. The third loop 
came to about 30 miles of wide open 
fifth-gear terrain. 

The first loop started at 8 a.m., with 
six riders in a row. Due to the traffic, 
dust and the low turnout of 180 riders, 
race sponsors could have gone with 
three or four on a minute and 
wouldn't have received complaints from 
the races or checkpoint personnel. 

The course went south from camp 
under the old Highway 8 and turned 
east for a short while before looping 
back down along towards the west over 
a series of whoops and ridges. At the 
top of one of the ridges came the begin- 
ning of the first loop special test. Be- 
cause the first loop test would only be 
used in case of a tie, it proved to be a 
good warm-up and jetting exercise. 
Paul Eddy, the first 250cc Expert, mo- 
mentarily seized his Yamaha IT in this 
section, causing him to do some major 
jet changing. About five miles later 


- came the finish line; many riders post- 


ing an 11 to 12 minute time. 

After waiting over 45 minutes for 
the 9:30 start of loop two, racers were 
greeted with the news that the loop's 
special test started right there. Racing 
towards the big sandwash, all of a 
sudden — no ground! A 20 foot drop 
with little warning sent riders crashing 
into each other. After dodging airborne 
bikes, racers followed the trail directly 
into the tight, twisty canyons over by 
the mountains. Rocks, ledges and 
drop-offs made the second loop into a 
real enduro course. It was in one of 
these canyons where longtime enduro 


rider Duane Neese bailed hard, 
breaking a bone in his pelvic area. His 
serious injury required a helicopter to 
airlift him to a hospital in San Diego. 

The trial definitely had the longest 
special tests of any trial in recent mem- 
ory as many lost anywhere from 25 to 
40 minutes on the second loop. Most 
other One- and Two-Days have special 
tests of 3-6 minutes in duration, The 
finish of the loop was another five 
miles past the end of the special test 
after riders traversed over numerous 
rock fields, washes and ridges. 

Loop three led the second loop sur- 
vivors out over mostly two-track Jeep 
roads and washes on the east side of 
the Plaster City Open Area. Three 
miles in came the special test. After 
waiting for the flip card to show them 
their start number, riders roared off 
into a short, motocross type section be- 
fore emptying out into flat desert. 
Twelve miles later came the end of the 
test in a deep sand canyon, followed by 
more flat desert and Jeep roads into 
the finish. 

First enduro rider was Bill Snipes 
(Open B) at fourth overall, losing 2011 
points. Craig Corda was the first 
Expert to come in at fifth overall and 
first Open Expert. Second enduro and 
first Open C Mark Fargo came in 
sixth, followed by first desert Vet Jim 
Marcum (Novice). At eighth stood 
Open C rider Bill Anderson, followed 
by D-37 250cc and CRC number one 
enduro rider Garner Palenske (DMG 
Mai) in the 250cc A class. 

With Paul Eddy at 10th, first 125cc 
Expert Torum Corum managed to 
score better than Open A Kurt 
Dietrich (Suz) at 12th. 

Many things considered it was a 
good first effort from the various clubs 
in D-38. They definitely learned a lot 
as the trial was set up leaning towards 
the desert racer. With more time 
checks and shorter special tests, it 
could draw more enduro riders without 
detracting anything. from the desert 
racer. Fudpucker stated that next 
years benefit will be run during a 
cooler time of year.

Tenderfoot Enduro

RAND MOUNTAINS, CA, MAY 3 
California Racing Club number 
one Brett Tilly (YZ 465) rebound- 
ed from a handlebar bending 
crash in April to win the overall 


honors in the annual CRC Tenderfoot 
Enduro with a loss of just 12 seconds. 
Tied for second overall was current 
Open class point leader Richard Griffin 
(Yam) and 200cc super hotshoe Kurt 
Butler (Suz) at 23 seconds each. Kurt 
has really been putting it to the big 
bores this year. 

CRC has hired long time D-37 
enduro rider Larry Langley to design 
and set up CRC enduro courses. Larry, 
past D-37 enduro steward for two 
years, has had a major hand in putting 
on the very popular UEA annual Silver 
Dollar family enduro. 

As one of the most well designed 
and marked family courses in recent 
memory, the Tenderfoot gave riders a 
hint of many successful CRC enduros 
to come. 

At 8:01 Tilly and Co. took off from 
the first loop start and headed east, 
then north around Government Peak 
towards Fremont Valley. After 
timekeeping down a beautiful canyon 
at 12 mph, riders had to speed up to 
24 into the first tie-breaker check. 
Maintaining 24 down the full length of 
Fremont Valley, the course took a south- 
erly heading towards old Camp "C." 
When the trail reached the hills, the 
arrows pointed east into the foothills at 
18 mph. Going over some mild rollers, 
riders found the second tiebreaker of 
the first loop before proceeding into 
the unknown finish. With speed 
averages excellently matched to the 
difficulty of the terrain, the first loop 
proved to be very enjoyable to the two 
loopers without trying to be too hard 
on the minis and women. 

Robert Wranowsky lost only two 
seconds over the whole loop to come in 
first one looper and first 80cc "B." Bar 
Bender Kathy Herndon thumped her 
TT250 to top gal honors by just dou- 
bling Robert's score at four seconds 
gone. Third one looper was Tony Lar- 
son in the 100cc under 16 class with 
five seconds. 

With a half hour break behind them 
the two loop riders rode just north of 
camp to the second loop start. The 
course led north through some seldom 
used trails to the other side of the 
range, down a short but challenging 
downhill and up to the base of a 
humongous hill climb. Keeping their 
eyes on the trail instead of the 
numerous arrows, several riders valiant- 
ly tried to climb the hill and got a 
spectacular view of the enduro riding 
around them. 

The riders who stayed on course 
rode over a few ridges to the first tie- 
breaker check of the second loop. Lo- 
cated one ridge farther than antici- 
pated, quite a few riders lost more 
than a handful of seconds at that check- 
point. A couple of miles further and 
entrants were treated to the first of two 
mileage resets. New to CRC, resets 
allow the timekeeper to advance his 
odometer without having to actually 


ride the designated distance. This al- 
lows many late riders to get back on 
time and gives others a short time-out. 

A few miles later came the second 
"special test" section. With a 30 mph 
speed and a check in, everyone had to 
hop to maintain the average. The trail 
was not too difficult but the numerous 
turns and rolling hills attributed to 
riders losing some time there. A tie- 
breaker check out was followed by the 
second reset, letting riders come in 
early to the known finish line. 

It was close to the end of the 30 mph 
section that 1980 number two Senior 
Tom Merritt (Select Audio) had a 
brief but painful encounter. Cresting a 
rise Tom spotted what appeared to be 
a checkpoint. Although the people 
turned out to be spectators, their dog 
jumped out and proceeded to sink its 
teeth into Tom's calf when he stopped 
to have his card "scored." The only 
thing that scored was the dog. 

Jeff Brake (C-A 400) put it to the 
Vets for the second month in a row, 
dropping just one point and 64 seconds. 
Hairy Beast, alias Harry Keast, was 
seen roosting between the puckers on 
his way to his usual top Senior awards 
on a spanking-new Wheelsmith Maico 
490 Enduro. Harry dropped a respect- 
able 1.40. 

Mark Cook showed all other 250s 
the fast way around the Tenderfoot 
course, losing just 29 seconds. Con- 
sistently the fastest under-16-year-old 
on two wheels is Rob Mesecher, posting 
a scant 2.105 point loss on his 250 
Husky. Top "B" rider turned out to be 
Open B Vet fast guy Robert Fortier. 
Cherry picker of the month award goes 
to Ken McCormick, the only "non A" 
rider to zero the course at 26 seconds. 
He looks like a good "B" rider 
candidate. 

Several families scored class wins 
with Bill and Kathy Herndon coming 
out on top of their classes. Steve and 
Mike Harman cut loose their Yamahas 
to once again find themselves in the 
running for father/son awards, right 
behind the ever present team of Kurt 
Butler and his father Ed. PE250-mount- 
ed Ed, UEA president the last couple 
of years, took the 250cc B Senior class 
by losing only two minutes. 

In spite of all the problems that can 
occur with a new set-up crew, Langley 
definitely did an outstanding job put- 
ting on the event. From his suggestions, 
CRC had announced some major 
changes. A new "AA" class is being 
formed in June to let other "A" riders 
have a chance at some brass and de- 
termine who is really fast. This class is 
a must for all D-37 “A” riders. Also, at 
all future events, checkpoint personnel 
will receive first place points for work- 
ing one event, including bonus point 
events.

PRRO has made 

rogress since its inaugural race last 
September. In only nine months the 
entire racing organization has gone 
from the beginner “what the hell are 
we doing” stage to being a very 
smoothly run, well-organized group of 
administrators, workers and riders. 

Lap times have dropped, wrinkles 
have been ironed out of the scoring 
and administrative end, and the 
ambulance crew is spending most of 
their time with their feet up. 

The unsung heroes of any race track 
are those people in the scoring tower 
and out on the turns holding flags. 
They are driving out in trucks to 
rescue downed riders and inspecting 
bikes for safety-wired drain plugs 
before the race. They stand out on 
that 140° asphalt and take their lives 
in their hands trying to grid impatient 
racers. They get out of a warm bed at 
4 a.m. to run the sign-in tables. 

To these unsung, unthanked 
heros...wives, girlfriends, buddies, 
parents and quite often racers who are 
willing to forfeit a weekend on the 
track so others can ride...we owe you a

Racing was hot in the 410cc Box 
Stock class, with Scott Paul Lee of 
Bazonka Racing Team taking home 
the gold after an eight-lap battle with 
his RD 400's balky front brake. Rick 
Witt held the lead in both heats for 
four laps, but dropped out with engine 
problems in the last heat and had to 
settle for third. Kent Witzens rode a 
hard race, dicing with Lee and Witt 
for an overall second. 

The 410cc Super Street saw R.J. 
Witte on a hot 350 Yamaha neck-and- 
neck in the beginning with Scott 
McDonald (also of Bazonka Racing 
Team) on Lee’s RD with the weak 
front brake. McDonald forgot about 
the brake and overcooked it into the 
track’s only right hand turn on the 
fourth lap, resulting in a bit of frantic 
cross-crountry maneuvering. McDonald 
recovered and rode back on the track 
in dead last, passing the rest of the 
pack except for Witte at the finish 
line. 

In the second heat, McDonald and 
Witte rode a close four laps until Witte 

ulled away and took the checkered 
flag with a third of a lap to spare. 

The 550cc Box Stock and Super 
Street classes were won by Nordby- 
Benedum Racing Team which is Norm 
Benedum with a 450 Suzuki. 


In Open Box Stock, Jerry Kline 
led the pack on his Suzuki 1000 
followed by Mike Williams on another 
Suzuki 1000. Williams crashed at a 
PRRO race about six months ago 
when the brake lever on his Super 
Street bike came off in his hand during 
a decreasing radius turn. He's given up 
Super Street and is now racing Box 
Stock for economic reasons, if any 
motor racing can ever be called 
"economic." Williams rode a careful 
but agressive race, finishing second 
and followed by Tom Harrison on a 
900 Ducati. 

In Open Super Street, Greg Wing, a 
frequent winner, was again leading the 
„pack, when he seemed to lose power. 


Jerry Kline moved into first, pulling 
ahead at the finish line by the entire 
length of the front straight. Behind 
Kline was the ominous rumble of two 
large Italian twins, as Don Wujcik on 
a Ducati 900 and Frank Sortelli on a 
Guzzi 1000 thundered up for second 
and third respectively. 

Sortelli, the only out-of-state rider 
appearing on a regular basis, drives to 
PRRO races from San Diego. A 
former Tucson resident, Sortelli is 
smooth, consistent, and says he makes 
the 850-mile round trip every month 
because he likes racing with PRRO. 
Sounds like a true compliment.

Wayne Martin wins

Martin spotted Holmes and re- 
entered the course still in the lead. 
Holmes' Husky developed carburetor 
problems and he started losing ground. 
Bobby Maxwell, breaking in his new 
SCORE 125cc Yamaha, passed Holmes 
and came upon Baker who was doing 
wheelies — as Maxwell said — for 
miles and miles. He thought Baker was 
clowning around then realized he had 
a front flat tire. Baker said later that 
he had to keep the wheel up because it 
was just too dangerous at those speeds 
to ride on a flat. Maxwell moved into a 
comfortable second while a ferocious 
battle was taking place for third. 
Donnie Morrison, sporting a Mickey 
Mouse T-shirt, and Kurt Pfeiffer were 
almost side by side for the entire race. 

Baker began making up time but on 
the third lap a local resident pulled 
out of his driveway and onto the 
course, in Baker's path. Baker who 
rides for Dallas Baker, Orange County 
Cycle, Hallman, Bell and Total Pack- 
aging, reacted quickly. He pitched the 
bike sideways and landed on the hood 
of the pick-up. The resident was irate, 
chasing Mike and yelling in Spanish. 
Baker jumped on his bike, which now 
had bent bars and levers, and continued 
his race. 

Craig Adams was running fourth in 
the first lap before he developed a flat 
then destroyed the hub. Rocks were 
the major problem in this race, both 
for tires and riders. 





The Seniors were having a good 
battle for the first lap, with Bob 
Maynard having the edge. Then Lynn 
McGraw suffered a blown transmission, 
Vern Heth also had mechanical prob- 
blems and Gary Little went out with 
injuries. This left Maynard all alone, 
finishing 11th overall. 

The Minis had Keith Senn out front 
with a tremendous lead when he devel- 
oped a flat. Shannon Shamblin pulled 
intot he pits just as Senn finished 
changing his own tire. The pair each 
pitted with East/West and left the pits 
together where Senn again took the 
lead. When he came upon a badly 
injured rider, Senn stopped. Shamblin, 
seeing his friend off the bike, stopped 
to see if he was OK. Senn told him to 
go for help. The Hilltoppers thank 
Keith Senn for giving up his race to 
stay with a rider who ahd broken both 
arms. Shamblin reported the injury 
then went on to win the Minis. 

Steve Blakely had an exceptionally 
good ride in spite of a flat and a six 
minute delay in his pits. Steve still took 
second 250cc. 

Kurt Pfeiffer and Donnie Morrison 
battled right down to the wire where 
Pfeiffer won physically but due to 
Morrison starting 10 seconds behind 
Pfeiffer, officials declared Morrison 
third overall, second 125cc. Pfeiffer 
took third 125cc and fourth overall. 

Top Amateurs, finishing 17th and 
18th overall, were G Fountain 
(250cc) and Oren Beck, Jr. (125cc). 

The Mexican officials, Mayor, Chief 
of Police and Fire Dept. Chief, had a 
small celebration immediately after 
the race and poe trophies to the 
top six overall winners and to the first 
Mexican sportsman, Alex Melero 
(Open Hus).

Manning, Jefferson 
star at Arroyo 
IRA MX

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 17 
There were two big money win- 
ners at Arroyo Cycle Park: Scott 
Manning, with wins in both the 
250 and 125cc Pro classes; and 


Andy Jefferson, with a win in the Open 
and a second in the 250s. The real 
story was in the come-from-behind 
moves and the smooth, heads-up 
riding style of Jefferson. 

Things got to moving early as the 
first race of the day was moto one of 
the Open Pros. Don Griewe jumped 
his Wheelsmith Maico to an early lead 
but Jefferson, an wu nsored rider 
from Victorville, was already hanging 
on to Griewe's exhaust pipe. From lap 
one, it was a belly to bottom battle 
with these two staying only seconds 
apart, each waiting for the other to 
tire or break. Neither did and they 
finished exactly as they had been 
riding. Troy Manning started out in 
third, trying to catch the two front 
runners. By lap three he was joined and 
passed by Dave Gerig. Gerig hung 
onto the spot until the start of the last 
lap, when Scott Johnson leaped past 
him right at the white flag. Gerig re- 
covered qu ickly and repassed Johnson 
to finish third. 

The start of moto two set the stage 
for some high drama. Jefferson knew 
he needed a first to take the overall 
and Griewe usually got good starts. 
When that proved once again true and 
Jefferson had a poor start, hitting the 
first turn somewhere around eighth or 
10th, it looked like Griewe had the 
gold in the bag and was about to leave 
the cave. Bob Elliott was ahead of 
Griewe and holding him off at the end 
of the first lap; Jefferson came around 
in sixth, behind Troy Manning. As 
they approached the turn at the bottom 
of the starting hill, Jefferson set Man- 
ning up by feigning an outside pass 
and, as Manning moved to the outside 
to block him, Jefferson squared off the 
berm, dove to the inside and passed 
Manning going up the hill. 

The move worked so well, Jefferson 
decided to use it again. He set out 


after the number four slot, now 
occupied by Dave Williams. Ahead of 
them, Elliott was still in first but Scott 
Johnson had slip past Griewe to 
ld second. Willi had not seen 
's move, and now he fell victim 
to the same maneuver. .As Jefferson 
passed Williams on the start hill, a few 
seconds ahead Johnson was goi 
down and out, and left Jefferson in 
ursuit of Elliott and Griewe. In lap 
ive, Elliott's bike suffered a terminal 
stroke and suddenly it was Griewe and 
Jefferson, nose to knobby. Jefferson 
kept increasing the pressure and could 
sense the victory just inches away. It 
would only take the smallest error and 
— on lap eight, it happened! Griewe 
hit the corner just past the scoring 
booth a little too hot and low-sided. 
He was up immediately but it was too 
late. Jefferson shot by and gave the big 
Suzuki its head. As he pulled away, 
Griewe tried frantically to catch up 
but the traffic they were now encounter- 
ing slowed him enough that he could 
not close the gap. Jefferson took the 
moto and the overall with a brilliant 


ride. 

Manning and Jefferson were back to 
have a go at the 250cc Pro class and 
were joined by Manning's brother, 
Scott. Troy M. won the drag race and 
led the first two ape wi with Jefferson 
sandwiched between and Scott M. 
In lap three, both Jefferson and Scott 
M. jumped past Troy M. to take and 

^ hold first and second. 

Scott Manning got the holeshot and 
set to work putting as much space be- 
tween him and Jefferson as he could 
generate in 20 minutes. Meanwhile, 
Jefferson had gotten a miserable start 
again. He tried to repeat his spectacular 
charge of the Open race and almost 
made it, going from 10th to third by 
lap three and then getting by Craig

Two-thirds of a lap later, 
Rodney Brand (who seems to ride with 
more air than ground under him) 
passed O'Mara in a spectacular mid- 
air maneuver going over the Bandini 
Mountain jump. Brand really digs on 
flying but, on lap three, was momen- 
tarily grounded and O'Mara regained 
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Don Griewe and Brent Blount (right) won an unusual team race at Corona. 





the lead with Scott Manning slipping 
his Dale's Modern Cycles Yamaha into 
second, Brand leaped up and about 
the track but couldn’t reach the fast 
Johnny O'. O'Mara didn't come 
around on lap seven, but Manning 
did, dogged by Craig Dale who had 
gotten between Manning and Brand. 
These three chased each other in that 
position right to the finish. 

Brand really liked all the jumping 
opportunities that this track offered 
and leaped right into the lead at the 
beginning of moto two. He went from 
wire to wire with almost no trouble. 
Scott Manning had to overcome a 
really dismal start and did so, working 
his way from the middle of the dense 
pack to second by the sixth lap. On the 
last lap, with Manning only 10 seconds 
behind him, Brand slid out on the 
final turn leading into the start straight- 
away. He managed to keep his bike 
running, however, and recovered just 
as Manning came up to him. He main- 
tained the lead but with only inches to 
spare. Manning's second was good 
enough for the overall and first place 
cash. 

This was the second in a series of 
three races by Inland Racing Associa- 
tion. The next and final event on May 
51 promises to be a real battle between 
Don Griewe and Andy Jefferson, who 
are very close on points.

Yamaha Gold Cup 
full of mud at 
Mulkey

McMINNVILLE, OR, MAY 17 


Today, the 12,000th dollar was 
paid out as round four of the 
$60,000 Yamaha Gold Cup 
Series hit Mulkey ORV Park. 

Unfortunately, that was not all that 
hit — we also had rain. Each of the 
three previous races had had 
threatening forecasts and each had 
escaped with only a little rain. 
Promoter Wally Brosamle admitted to 
some pleading with the Great Weather- 
maker, but there must have been a 
communications gap. Saturday after- 
noon held some promise, but rain fell 
most of the night and through the 
early morning hours. 


A lot of riders stood by as spectators 
as the rain fell throughout practice. 
Then, during the riders meeting, the 
dripping stopped. The track had not 
been harmed by the rain so there was 
a last minute rush to sign in, All classes 
got one good race in before the rain 
started again at intermission and 
turned the whole show into a slipping, 
sliding, three-ring circus. 


The 11 Open Pros started the pro- 
gram and Ron Sun (Hon) led the first 
loop while Larry Hooper (Mai) and 
Montey Mitchell (Mai) breathed hot 
on his neck. Then, in the final corner, 
Sun dropped it and both went by as 
well as John Christian (Yam) and Tom 
Poage (Yam). In one lap, Sun picked 
off Poage and Christian and started 
the distance run for the leaders. On 
the fifth lap, he came up on Mitchell 
and, after a bit of bar banging in that 
same final turn, he went by but was 
unable to catch Hooper who waited 
for no one. 

In round two, Hooper and Mitchell 
leaped out in front and jockeyed for 
the lead for three laps before it looked 
as though Hooper had it secured. 
Behind them, Sun had bobbled and 
tangled his foot in his bike on the first 
lap. He was one spot from dead last 
when he got going. On the third lap, 
he went by Chris Moritz (Yam) for 
third. By the fifth lap, Sun had closed 
in on Mitchell, and he went by in 
sixth. On the next loop, he became the 
leader when Hooper pulled off with a 
dead bike. 

The final turn was not yet through 
with the Open Pros. On the last lap, 
Mitchell came into the turn with a 

good lead over third when his bike 

uit. The carb had fallen off. On a dry 
da ay he could have pushed for the 
finish, but the rain had made it harder 
to walk than ride and impossible to 
push a mud lade scoot. Montey fran- 
tically reanchored the carb and fired it 
up. That lasted only a few feet and he 
tried the pore route again. He 
almost made it to the flag to salvage a 
spot or two, but he slid again and 
dropped from exhaustion. He settled 
for being the last one flagged off in 
sixth place. 

Sun, Steve Williams (Yam), Kevin 
Jansen (Kaw) and Robb Manning 
(Suz) led the 32 riders in the first 250cc 
Pro moto. On the second circuit, 
Manning moved up to second and 
Williams, just back from a knee 
injury, was dropped back to sixth by 
John Christian (Yam) and Skeet Hise 
(Kaw). Christian went by Jansen on 
the third lap and from that point, the 
top five remained the same to the end. 


When the soup hit for the second 
moto, Hise probably started to wring 
his hands and grin with glee. Only pigs 
love mud more than Skeet. Sun led the 
first loop then slid out, and it became 
Skeet's game all the way to the flag. 
Sun is no slouch in the mud but had to 
settle for second. Warren Hickman 
(Yam) proved his mud-worthiness by 
finishing third. Manning was 
entangled in a pile of bikes on the first 
lap and was not only dead last going, 
he was also a long way behind the next 
guy. He hung with it for an eighth out 
of the 21 finishers. 


When the 125cc Pros lined up, some 
were on a second row. There was no 
need to run qualifiers when the 
program was set up, but the late 
signers pushed the number to 36, more 
than the gate would accomodate. The 
referee decided that late comers would 
start last. 


It was no surprise to anyone when 
Eric Hall (Yam) bolted out in front. 
Behind him were Rowdy Blasdell 
(Suz), Robb Manning (Suz) and Mike 
McCormick (Yam). Manning moved 
to second on the second lap, but 
Blasdell was hanging right with him. 
Hall built a little cushion and Gary 
Kuest (Yam) was a little ways back in 
fourth. When the race reached half- 
way, Blasdell pulled off with a flat rear 
tire and Jeff Cropper (Suz), who 
charged through from about a 10th- 
place start, took over the third place 
Blasdell vacated. At the flag, Manning 
had made up most of the distance to 
finish close behind Hall. 


When the second moto got under- 
way, it was no longer raining, but it 
was pure slime. Hall got the scratch 
again but his small size, which usually 
gives him edge, worked against him in 
the mud. The bigger guys ahd enough 
weight to give them better traction. 
Blasdell is one of the latter guys. He 
was fifth off the line but by the end of 
th first lap he was in front, having a 
ball as people slithered around behind 
him. Hall had a terrible time. In one 
corner, his mechanic tried to point out 
a different line and the distraction left 
him upside down under his bike. 
When the mechanic attempted to help 
him up, he got smacked and lost his 
footing. That started one of many 
chain reaction pileups. 


Cropper seemed right at home in 
the mud, too. He started in the back 
half of the pack but just kept plowing 
through the pack to finish second. 
Manning held third at the flag and 
Brett Tremblay (Suz) came through 
with fourth. 


The referee cancelled che second 
moto for all the Minis and 100s to save 
some engines and bodies when even 
the big bores were having extreme 
problems with the mud. I'm sure it 
must have made some people happy, 
but it also created a storm from others. 


With 350 riders Wally probably 
didn't lost his shorts, but he did loan 
them. Seriously. 


Anyone who knows Old Timer Bill 
Naylor very well knows he leads a 
somewhat unorganized life. Today was 
no different. The story was that the 
dog he's babysitting got him up at 4:30 
to go outside. In his haste, he just 
threw on pants then completely forgot 
about the lack of shorts until it came 
time to consider putting on his leathers 
to race. Leathers and bare skin didn't 
sound appealing so he set out to 
borrow shorts.

Scott Pearson and Steve Eklund 
rode off with the better part of 
the $2000 Green Diamond Pro 
short track at Hills Ferry Race- 
way before a good crowd on hand for 
the first northern California Pro event 
in these parts in four years. 

Despite the good sized purse, only 
48 riders elected to try out and all 
made it to a heat, yet another indica- 
tion of the terribly economy. Alex 
Jorgensen took the fastest lap over 
Keith Day with a 16.249. A very windy 
day made for a one-groove track that 
didn’t get faster despite a relatively 
nice night. 

Starter Jerry Kennedy flipped the 
green light for heat race number one 
at the appropriate time and Novice 
Dave Rosa got the jump on the troops 
and held the point for the necessary 
laps with Jorgensen moving up to take 
second. 

Brother Kim Jorgensen borrowed 
Chris Carr’s Can-Am and went off to 
win the second heat over Keith Day 
and Billy Scott while Rich Arnaiz was 
way out front on the Bue-Arc Dist. H- 
D in the third heat with Jeff “The Jet" 
Haney moving up to second. 

Dave Boyles rode the Spinetti 
Honda to the front of the pack for the 
fourth heat under a tremendous 
amount of pressure from Scott 
Pearson. Pearson made a pass that 
took Mike Inderbitzen with him and 
left Boyles third. 

Donny Howard got the jump in the 
fifth heat, but Steve Eklund put the 
bite on that on lap two and took Chris 
Cannon along with him in the pass. 
The final heat went to Mark Key on 
the McGill Yamaha in some fine 
moves getting by Rod Sullivan and 
Craig Scroggins. 

Haney took the quick jump in the 
first semi on the Team Honda and was 
never seen by the rest of the pack with 
Eklund making some fine moves on 
the Zanotti Yamaha for second and 
Mark Key showing good form in 
racing with Rod Sullivan. 

Scott Pearson was the easy winner in 
the second semi with yet another of his 
fine but typical starts that leaves the 
rest of the pack baffled and most 
starters buffaloed. Keith Day worked 
hard on Brian Thompson taking the 
Salinas Kawasaki/ND-sparked KX to 
second with Dave Boyles also applying 
the pressure and getting by for the 
third spot and into the main. 

The third semi burst the bubble of 
smooth running show time with a very 
hard crash scene in the first corner. 
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Chris Cannon found himself 
unceremoniously dumped in the left 
hander and run over by hot pursuing 
John Burnett and Mike Bird. Mike 
had to take the long ride but was 
pronounced OK by his dad later in the 
evening with just a knock on the 
noggin. 

The restart didn't get far with 
Burnett unloading in the number 
three corner and necessitating another 
restart. Proving that three times is a 
charm, the restart was made good with 
Chris Cannon the winner on the Shell 
Racing Yamaha despite constant 
pressure from Rocky Robinson on the 
Cycle Engineering Yamaha. Craig 
Scroggins and Burnett put on a good 
battle with Dale Hansen charging and 
getting Burnett while Scroggins took 
third on the Family Cycle Yamaha. 

Jerry Kennedy didn't like the way 
the start of the fourth semi went and 
brought out the red. Kim Jorgensen 
went down on the restart with half of 
the rear row in the front and so another 
three-time charm went off with Danny 
Moore taking the point in only his 
second Pro ride. The number one 
District Black Plate kid held the point 
for the distance on his Champion 
Yamaha with Mike Inderbitzen doing 
the following and Alex Jorgensen 
trying to figure a way around. Alex 
and his Can-Am are really a fine duo 
and Alex got a standing ovation from 
the assembled with moves that only a 
big time Pro like he is can do. He 
couldnt get around the Modesto 
Kawasaki but he tried every possible 
combination and put on quite a show. 

The stage was set for the 20-lap 
main with six Experts, one Junior and 
three Novices. It is rare to see the start 
of any race that Scott Pearson is in 
where he isn't the first guy into the 
first corner. Riding the Harry Lillie/ 
Arai Helmet/ND-sparked Yamaha in 
front from wire to wire with Eklund in 
hot pursuit made for good watching as 
the two separated from the rest of the 
crew with Chris Cannon doing that 
leading chore. 

Eklund and Pearson circulated at a 
great rate that put them nearly three 
seconds ahead at the finish. After it 
was over, Pearson was obviously happy 
with the results and kept the fans 
going with lots of yelling and a big kiss 
for the trophy girl. “Now I'm ready for 
the rest of the circuit!" he exclaimed, 
in obvious reference to his bid for a top 
spot on the Winston Pro tour.

WMRRA opens at 
damp SIR

AUBURN, WA, MAY 17 

Paul Peiroli, Ray Baker and Gus 
Denzler were among the class 
leaders who parlayed an ability to 
read slightly damp tarmac into 








trophies and/or spending cash at Wash- 
ington Motorcycle Road Racing Asso- 
ciation's season opener. This was be- 
cause the second set of race heats was 
punctuated by an off-and-on light 
drizzle. The track surface at Seattle 
International Raceway was never shiny- 
wet, just unpredictable in spots. While 
it was too damp for GP slicks, there 
was a surprising amount of traction for 
treaded tires, for those willing to feel 
for it. 

Sidecar, 125cc GP, 250cc GP and 
Open GP were all money classes, with 
total payout a percentage of the 
money-class entry. 

All classes were run in two heats, 
with the overall position being figured 
a la motocross, Most of the first heats 
were run dry under a pale grey over- 
cast. In 410cc Production, Gus Denzler 
led the charge but was passed about 
mid-race by Robbie Adams for the 
first heat win. The 125cc GP/Open 
Single first heat was won outright by 
Todd Dressel on a Honda RC125, fol- 
lowed by Open Single winner Steve 
Haug (on the original ex-Lind Wasco 
500 Honda). 

Both heats of 750/Open Production 
were won outright by Wayne Tanner 
who had equal command of both wet 
and dry conditions. The big production 
bikes seemed especially vulnerable to 
stutterbumps in the Turns Six/Seven 
transition in the back esses; lots of 
wiggle-waggle, and nobody wanted to 
let up. Hanging close in their first heat 
were Claude Hislop (Hon), Charles 
Wiley and Dave Wilson: Lewis Haruff 
on the lone Ducati finished about 
fourth Open in the dry. 

Open GP fell late on the race card; 
so it was just beginning to spit rain for 
their first heat. The track, however, 
was still dry (so far) and who but Dick 
Wascher would lead the 100-mph 
freight train out of the back esses with 
Randy Skiver (Suz), who'd already 
stomped Open Cafe, hot on his tail. 

“Wasco” was out feeding his rat for 
the first time in over a year (he says) 
just checking out the Yamaha that he, 
Bob Work and Bruce Lind have been 
prepping for Dave Aldana to ride at 
Elkhart Lake. Lind, 6n his own BLR 
Yamaha, hung in third, watching 
Skiver swoop Wascher coming out of 
Turn Nine. 

Next lap, no Skiver! He'd gone off 
the road trying to avoid Chris Michak's 
cartwheeling bike and bod just out of 
Turn Seven near the end of the back 
esses. Wasco also had to scramble, rid- 
ing over some shards of plastic but 
keeping it up, and Lind managed to 
nip the lead. Michak was transported 
at heat's end with a possible broken 
collarbone, Skiver was up and 
immediately commandeering repairs 
to be ready for heat two later on. Lind 
and Wascher cruised in one-two, fol- 
lowed by Ray Baker on a Baker Com- 
petition-prepped Kaw out of Gregg's 
Greenlake. 

The Canadian Wildman/Wildman 
team won the first sidecar heat with a 
Triumph triple (and old one, too) 
after the Lind/Hart team’s chronic 
overheating problem returned to 
haunt them, along with sporadic mis- 
firing that slowed them late in the heat. 


The rain began in earnest, light but 
steady, through the between-heats 
lunch break. Randy Skiver, busily 
mounting up a fresh front wheel with 
K81, was keeping a light outlook: “I've 
never ridden this in rain before; this'll 
be the test.” 

Lee Cochran's 500 Yamaha thumper/ 
GP had shaken loose its rear brake link 
and also required a rope start, but 
with a good bit of flurried work, he 
made his second heat grid and even-

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tually took third in class. (Lee was 
heard to yell, “Don’t worry about the 
rear brake — I never use it anyway!") 

Gus Denzler and Buck Pierce won 
the drag race to Turn Two in 410cc 
Production's second heat. By now, the 
road was definitely damp, and spray 
was starting to kick up behind the 
bikes. The first heat winner, Adams, 
crashed early on when his Yamaha spit 
its chain near Turn Seven. Denzler, 
meanwhile, just got down and ran 
away with it. 

In 250cc GP, first-heat winner Pete 
Puhakka slipped to second overall on 
a damp road as Paul Peiroli just rode 
around everybody from the first turn 
onward and flat disappeared to win 
the heat and overall. 

The Open Production title fell to 
Tanner after he shadowed Kelly Con- 
stable's light roostertail of spray for 
several laps to pass near the end. Lew 
Haruff improved in the wet, scoring 4- 
2, second Open on the Duck. The 
750cc class (and 860cc Cafe as well) 
results are pending a teardown, as 
apparent 750cc winner Dave Wilson 
was protested for engine size. 

Joe Rogers, on a very neat 550 
Suzuki triple out of Paulson's, won 
600cc Cafe with a 2-1 heat score. First 
heat winner Tom Farrell was protested 
and withdrew. 

Open Cafe's second heat found 
Skiver's GS1100 (out of Bellevue Suzuki) 
all buttoned up and running first into 
Turn Two. Next lap, it sounded like 
Randy might have missed top gear on 
the front straight; whatever the cause, 
the pause let Kelly Constable into a 
brief lead, which Skiver regained and 
held to the finish. John Doyle (Suz) 
took second in class on consistency (4- 
3) while third trophy went to Graeme 
Fitch (Suz) who finished seventh in the 
dry, then came steadily through traffic 
in the wet to take a second as others 
bobbled, slowed, or left the road for 
short periods. 

By the time Open GP ran its second 
heat, the rain had all but stopped, 
but there was still a slight sheen to 
the damp surface. Sheen or no, Ray 
Baker (who has serious intentions of 
going "National" later this season) 
pulled out all the stops and ran away 
with the heat on the drying but tricky 
surface. Lind cruised in with a heat 
second for first overall. 

The sidecar class went to the survivors 
— quite literally, as Wildman/Wildman 
were the only ones running when the 
checkers dro: The Duffy/Duffy 
Honda had chuffed and clattered to a 
halt upon completing lap three, and 
that's all she wrote. 

WMRRA Vice President Chris 
Loomis took a nasty spill in S.I.R.'s 
back section before the race as he was 
riding out to place markers, sustaining 
a ruptured spleen. One other rider 
crashed heavily in practice — Tim 
Hall dropped his 250cc GP bike in

a 750 Yamaha in Open GP. Hall cir- 
culated very cautiously in the first 
Open heat, then returned with rising 
confidence to place third in the slightly 
dampened second heat.

Del Carlo outrides 
entry for Saturday 
VCGP honors

Local Nevada Junior Billy “Goo- 
ber” Del Carlo utilized his famili- 
arity with the V.C. area to earn 
the overall win on the first day of 
the Virginia City Gran Prix as he pressed 
for an impressive lead over the rest of 
the 413 Saturday entries in the 11th 
annual Gran Prix, sponsored by West- 
ern States Racing Association. He ex- 
tended a four-minute lead on the first 
loop to almost a full 10-minute time 
lapse on the final lap.

(around 6000 feet), Del Carlo, nephew 
of the local sheriff, was moving around 
the 18-mile course with very few prob- 
lems. Even Mother Nature was cooper- 
ating by not throwing her usual fit 
during the Gran Prix weekend; the 
weather was unusually warm and 
sunny for a change. 

The first 10 riders off the first go 
'round were Del Carlo, followed by 
Mike Brumit, Angelo Tomassi, Gary 
Charters, Sr., Kevin Marcinek, Steve 
Cano, Tim Nichols, Greg Franc and 
Tony Souza. 

Six other riders also made strong 
moves within the pack, coming up well 
ahead of their starting line peers. They 
were Tim Sinclair, Mike Yoachum, 
Robbie Haverlock, Mike Darby, Bruce 
McDougal and Bergman Carr. 

Del Carlo came off the second loop 


with a flat tire, but he had already - 


built up a good buffer, so he was out of 
the pits again well before the next 
overall rider came into sight. 

By the third lap, Darby was running 
a second overall with Dudley Dowell 
now running third overall. Dowell had 
blown his chance at the number one 
starting position when he forgot to en- 
close a check for the entry fee along 
with his entry. It was his entry that had 
been the first one drawn. 

Each lap sorted out more and more 
riders. By the fifth time around, Del 
Carlo was well entrenched in the lead 
followed, overall, by Dowell. Cano 
had moved into the third slot with 
Haverlock, from a starting number of 
(211), now holding down the fourth 
overall position. 

Charters, Sr. hung onto the fifth 
spot followed by "Dynamite" Sinclair, 
Scott Avist, Brumit and Marshall. 

Joggers were encountered on the 
course with several very close encount- 
ers! Finally the sponsoring club sweep- 
ers had the trail cleared off again. 

Charters, Sr. dropped out of the top 
five when he got a flat tire. 

The last two laps found the six final 
unofficial overall riders well set in 
their slots. Del Carlo (125 Yamaha, 
Amateur) was credited with the un- 
official honors of the day, followed by 
Dowell (250 Honda, Novice), Haverlock 
(125 Yamaha, Expert), Sinclair (125 
Yamaha, Expert), Cano (250 Yamaha, 
Novice) and Marshall (400 KTM, Nov- 
ice Vet). 

Exhaustion showed on the faces of 
the finishers. Four and a half hours on 
a tough course with lots of dust was the 
basis of many strange remarks over- 
heard at the finish line.

Only six finishers managed to 
complete nine laps. In order to be con- 
sidered an official finisher and be 
awarded a finisher pin, the rider had 
to complete a minimum of six laps.

ST win

Salinas ace 
Todd Beecher nipped Shaun Reyna 
for the 250cc Novice win while Jerry 
Douglas topped a growing 200cc 
Novice division. Honda racers Don 
Clasby and Doug Mignano swept the 
Amateur 500cc classes and Mark Clark 
nipped Woody Rogers for the 125cc 
Beginner first. 

Newman's Winkie Freitas picked up 
his first double at Lodi this season as 
he bested Kelly Fischer in the 100cc 
main and then held off Mike Macedo 
for the 80cc Expert first. Fremont's 
Ted Taylor appears ready talent-wise 
if not point-wise to challenge the 
Experts as he again ran away from the 
80cc Juniors. Jackson's Shad Johnson 
got his Honda percolating and closed 
out the near-Honda sweep of the 80cc 
Mini ranks.

Spencer, Jones 
tops at Texas MX 
series race three

ALVORD, TX, MAY 3 

“We could have just sent him a 
check!” said promoter Dickie 
Clement, talking about Kirk 
Spencer’s four moto blitz of the 
250cc and Open Expert classes at Oak 
Hill’s round three of the Texas MX 
Championship Series. Spencer raked 
an even $400 off the top of the $2000 
purse, guiding a pair of Carter 
Yamaha YZs around the demanding, 
lengthened course, seemingly sailing 
over sections that others had to fight 
with. 

After the Oak Hill motos, the stage 
is set for the fourth and final leg of the 
Series at Austin on May 17, as Spencer 
will square off with contending Suzuki 
riders Nick Cordova and Darren 
Rhoten to determine 1981's 250 and 
Open State Champions. 

In 125cc Expert action, Dallas 
Suzukis David Jones berserked his 
Floater to a thrilling 1-2 overall win, 
leaving only the Austin race in his way 
before he claims the 125cc title. 

Amateur action saw Gary Stevenson 
nail down the Mini Mini 60cc crown 
going 1-1 on his YZ to take a place at 
the head of his class beside Scott 
Thomas, Junior Mini champ who, 
along with Oak Hill's moto sweep, has 
six first-place finishes in a row aboard 
his Yamaha 80. “Mom and Dad said 
they'd take me fishing if I won six 
straight," reported Scott who will no 
doubt be wetting a line soon. The 
Senior Mini chase is one of the hottest 
of the series with Billy Whitley's 2-1 
win today putting him a scant three 
points up on Eddie Vreeland who went 
4-2. Their showdown at Austin will be 
one to watch. 

Troy Broussard (Suz) continued his 
string of 125cc Novice high finishes, 
marking a moto win and a come-from- 
behind third, while Mike Hance drove 
another Floater to victory in the 250cc 
Novice race, putting himself in the 
series hunt with Walter Moss (Suz) and 
Kevin Shelburne (Yam). 

Nobody's running off from the very 
competitive 125cc Intermediates, with 
Ronnie Parker (Yam) topping Oak 
Hill's results with a 2-2 to edge Bobby 
Stafford (Yam, 1-3) and Robby 
Wilson (Suz) who stayed alive with an 
8-1 for the day. Rodger Schellenberger 
(Yam) smoked both 250cc Intermedi- 
ate motos, but since he did not run the 
two previous series events, class honors 
are still up for grabs. Bryan Jackson 
(Yam) seems to have the best shot, hold- 
ing a 1-1-4-2 moto score thus far. 

YZ-mounted Joe Smith's fine 2-1 
ride brought him the Open Intermedi- 
ate win along with a better chance at 
the state title against Lee DuBose 
(Hon) whose 3-2 for the day kept him 








at a mere five-point series advantage. 

David Jones didn't race the first 
Texas Series round at Rio Bravo, but 
with impressive wins at Whitney and 
now Oak Hill, plus the best six-of- 
eight moto series scoring, Jones and his 
RM are looking like the 125cc Expert 
champions already with two motos to 
go. It was far from a cakewalk today 
for Jones, as Mark Rakestraw (Yam) 
and Randy Sullivan (Hon) led off 
moto one ahead of Terry Thomas 
(Yam), Scooter Stafford (Suz) and 
Jones. Sullivan dropped out on the sec- 
ond lap, and by lap four, Jones had 
cut his way to second with Thomas 
falling back to seventh and Randy 
Kirschbaum (Yam) moving by 
Stafford for third. Jones’ fiery pace 
brought him within striking distance 
of Rakestraw, and lap eight saw an ex- 
cellent pass by Jones who crossed be- 
hind the leading Yamaha and blocked 
out Rakestraw in the wide left-hander 
after the starting area. After 12 laps, 
Jones was first under the checkers with 
Rakestraw holding second over Stafford 
who passed Kirschbaum back for 
third. 


The second moto was all Davey 
Jones until the eighth lap when he 
slipped and recovered in third, What 
had been a race for second between 
Rakestraw and Stafford was then a 
race for first which Stafford took in the 
same corner Jones had used on Rake- 
straw in the opener. The trio passed 
the white flag bumper to bumper, and 
Jones knew he had to do something or 
he would be odd man out in a three- 
way tie for first overall. With half a lap 
to go, Jones jammed Rakestraw for the 
motos runner-up slot to win the 
overall ahead of Stafford (3-1), Rake- 
straw (2-3), Kirschbaum (4-4) and 
Jerry Surber, Jr. (Yam, 5-5). 

Kirk Spencer had his way in the 
250cc Expert class despite a strong 24- 
rider field, including Honda star 
Steve Wise aboard a production bike 
and still wearing a brace on his left 
wrist. Spencers bike was really 
humming, and he made the best of it, 
carrying a first-moto holeshot clear to 
the finish line. Wise moved by Sean 
O’Brien (Yam) and Chris Hipp (Hon) 
into second, but Spencer was long 
gone. Series leader Nick Cordova (Suz) 
and Randy Kirschbaum (Yam) 
struggled from mid-pack starts and by 
lap eight, were running sixth and 
eighth, Cordova crashed way back to 
finish 16th, but Kirschbaum got busy 
and moved into fourth at the checkers 
behind Spencer, Wise and O’Brien. 


Craig Riddle (Kaw), who DNF the 
first moto, came out smoking in the 
final, leading the first couple of laps. 
Spencer, though, was not.to be denied 
and displaced Riddle as Darren 
Rhoten (Suz) dropped from third to 
sixth behind Kirschbaum, Wise and 
O’Brien, Rakestraw, Cordova and 
Monte Anderson (Yam) were running 
in the top 10, but the only rider to ad- 
vance significantly for the rest of the 
moto was Rhoten who forced his way 
back into second at the finish. Follow- 
ing Spencer overall were Kirschbaum 
(4-3), Wise (2-5), Rhoten (8-2) and 
Rakestraw (5-6). 

There was a lot of horsepower on 
the track in Open Expert, but again, 
Spencer was untouchable and left the 
20 others in the dust. He attacked the 
course while the rest struggled. Best- 
ing the rest was Rhoten (2-2) who kept 
Anderson at bay both times and his 
hopes alive for the series championship, 
pending the outcome of the upcoming 
Austin race. Dave Boles has raced off 
and on as long as I can remember, and 
no matter how long he lays off, he 
never fails to run in the money. Boles
